PREFACE 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  Department 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1958, 

The  number  of  registered  live  births  was  fifty  three  a decrease  of 
sixteen  on  the  figure  for  1957,  There  were  two  registered  stillbirths  and 
one  infant  died  under  the  ago  of  four  wool's.  No  mother  died  as  a result  of 
childbirth. 

The  number  r ..  c-;:r . ' 'red  deaths  was  sixty,  seventeen  more  than  in  the 
previous  year.  Twenty  ijuve  persons  died  from  heart  disease,  fifteen  from 
vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  (stroke)  and  seven  from  cancer. 

This  year  we  have  incorporated  in  the  Annual  Report  the  comparative 
vital  statistical  figures  (where  applicable)  for  Cardiganshire  and  also  for 
England  and  Wales. 

Not  a single  case  of  infectious  disease  Jar  oorified  during  the  year. 

Only  two  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  and.  there  were  no  deaths  from 
this  disease* 

No  new  Council  houses  were  built  during  the  year  owing  to  curtailment  on 
capital  expenditure.  There  are  still  a number  of  houses  in  the  Borough  which  are 
unfit  for  human  habitation  and  it  is  re-assuring  to  know  that  the  Council  is 
moving  ahead  with  plans  for  a comprehensive  building  scheme  during  the  coming  year, 
I am  very  pleased  that  Albro  Castle,  St.  Dognael’s  was  vacated  during  the  year.

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General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area . 

These  are  essentially  the  same  as  in  195$,  The  details  are  as  follows: - 

(a)  No  ante-natal  or  post-natal  clinic  is  hel  in  the  area.  Expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  receive  medical  advice  from  their  own  doctors. 

(b)  An  infant  welfare  clinic  is  held  fortnightly  at  the  C.  P.  School. 

(c)  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service  is  carried  out  by  the  district  nurses 
who  are  also  State  Registered  Nurses. 

(d)  A health  visitor  is  stationed  in  the  town. 

(e)  Home  nursing  is  in  the  hands  of  the  two  district  nurses  resident  in  the 
borough. 

(f)  Vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  person's  own  medical  attendant  but 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  performed  partly  by  the  former  and 
partly  by  medical  officers  of  the  local  he  1th  authority. 

(g)  Arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  illness  consist  of  periodic  talks  and 
advice  given  by  the  staff  of  the  local  health  authority.  Care  and  after- 
care is  in  the  hands  of  the  health  visitor  and  the  district  nurse. 
Tuberculosis  cases  are  also  followed  up  by  the  Chest  Physician's  health 
visitor. 

(h)  Domestic  help  is  provided  by  suitable  persons  engaged  locally.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough 

(1)  Water. 

The  Borough  is  supplied  by  the  South  Cardiganshire  Water  Board.  No 
extensions  of  piped  supplies  were  carried  out  by  the  Board  during  the  year* 

(2)  Dra  ina-re  and  Sewerage 

The  existing  sewers  were  efficiently  maintained  and  a number  of  improvements 
were  carried  out. 

( 3 ) Pollution  of  Rivers,  etc . 

Cleaning  of  the  Mwldan  and  Cwmdegwol  brooks  was  carried  out  during  the 
year  and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  formal  action  with  regard  to  the 
pollution  of  rivers  or  streams  in  the  area.  There  are  no  offensive  trades  in 
existence  within  the  Borough. 

( 4)  Closet  Accommodation 

A number  of  dwellings  were  provided  with  water  closets  during  the  year. 

In  cases  where  a public  sewer  was  not  available  - disposal  was  to  septic  tank. 

A number  of  dwellings  were  also  provided  with  bathrooms  and  facilities 
for  the  disposal  of  waste  water  - the  work  in  most  instances  being  grant  aided 
under  the  Housing  Act,  1949. 

(5)  Public  Cleansing 

The  service  is  covered  by  direct  labour  over  the  whole  of  the  Borough  and 
mechanical  transport  is  used.  Collection  is  made  twice  weekly  in  all  the  built  up 
areas  and  once  a fortnight  .in  the  outlying  areas.  This  arrangement,  is 
satisfactory  and  the  work  well  organised.  Despite  regular  collection,  however, 
persons  persist  in  depositing  refuse  on  the  sides  of  streets  and  open  spaces. 

All  the  highways  receive  weekly  cleansing,  a contribution  towards  the 
cost  being  made  by  the  County  Council  in  respect  of  main  roads. 

During  the  year,  the  Council's  dumping  site  at  Cwmprice,  Verwig  was  brought 
into  use.  Controlled  dumping  is  carried  out  - by  cut  and  fill  method.  The  site 
lies  outside  the  built-up  area,  and  the  use  of  a refuse  trailer  offsets  the  extra 
length  of  haul  to  tip.

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The  site  of  the  previous  refuse  tip  at  the  rear  of  the  slaughterhouse 
has  been  sealed  and  final  reclaiming  of  the  site  of  the  old  clay  pits  is 
being  carried  out  by  disposing  non-putrescible  material,  such  as  builders 
waste,  etc. 


HOUSING 


(6)  Housing 

Little  progress  was  made  in  the  field  of  Housing  in  1953,  which  followed 
a general  slowing  down  in  the  programme  of  Council  house  building.  A 
number  of  tenants  from  unfit  houses  were,  however,  rehoused  as  housing  became 
available. 


The  Council  resolved  to  proceed  with  the  erection  of  a further  33  houses 
on  the  Maesglas  Housing  Estate,  together  with  10  Old  People* s Dwellings  at 
Newtown.  A number  of  these  dwellings  will  rehouse  families  in  unfit  houses 
which  will  then  enable  the  Council  to  proceed  with  its  slum  clearance  programme. 

New  dwellings  completed  during  the  year  totalled  4 - all  of  which  were 
completed  by  private  owners. 

( 7 ) Housing  Act,  1949  - (Improvement  Grants ) 

Under  the  Housing  Act,  1959,  the  Council  has  a discretionary  power  to  give 
grants  up  to  maximum  of  £400.  or  half  the  cost  of  approved  work  towards  the  cost 
of  ’improving*  dwelling houses. 

Applications  were  approved  in  1953  in  respect  of  twelve  dwellings  and 
the  grants  awarded  totalled  £3,951  which  represented  an  average  grant  of  £329. 
per  dwelling.  All  the  applications  were  from  owner/ occupiers. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
(3)  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  - Pood  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955 . 

Routine  visits  were  carried  out  during  the  year  to  catering  premises, 
bakehouses,  and  food  premises  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955.
